rica. This is a mista: 
ken impression, and 
those who contemplate 
visiting Washington In 
the near future must make up thelr minds that 
while they may get glimpses of the Roosevelt 
collection it will to a long time before the quarry 
will be mounted and presented to public view 
su as to show jt to the best advantage. 

Of course it must be understood that by far 
the greater number of spectmena of animal Ife 
which Theodore Roosevelt and his fellow hunters 
obtained are those of small species of the natural 
history kingdom. For every elephant obtained, 
for instance, there are at least fifty mice, and 
for every Hon there are at least fifty specimens 
of the dwellers of the fleld like the rabbits, the 
squirrels, the foxes and other animals whteh 
have thelr interest to tne selentists. but which 
do not make so brave a showing when on mu 
seum view as that of the greater wild beasts. 

It fs the {ntention of the Natlonal museum 
authorities eventually to mount and to put on 
exhibition $n family groups the great mammals 
whieh the East African expedition secured and 
sent to Washington. Now the mounting of an 
elephant, a lion. a Jeopard, an antelope or a rhi- 
noceros or any of the other big creatures of the 
wiles is an entirely different thing from the work 
of years ako. No man nowadays properly speaks 
of “stuffed” animals. They are no longer stuffed. 
The old, unstehtly specimens are belng cast out 
of the museums of the country. Taxidermy has 
been lefted from the plane of the trades and jut 
on the plane of the arts. 

In the old days it used to be the custom to 
take a deer and to wire ii and Qi it with various 
kinds of “stuffing.” to put in glass exes and to 
trent it with arsenite and then to stam} it on 
tts four Jegs in a ginss case. All this sort of 
thing hag been done away with as being unwor- 
ths. The advanced taxidermist of today apy 
proaches his work just as tha sculptor or the 
painter approaches his. The animal family that 
is to be mounted today is studled carefully fo 


life. No high-class museum will employ a taxi 
dermist who has not lived among the wild antl 
mals and who does not know thelr every polse, 
their stride. their appearance when lying down, 
when standing up, when asleep and when on the 
“broad jump" to get away from t&e enemy, 

It requires Senrs of thls kind of study before 
the taxidermist of today is considered worthy 
of his hire. When he takes a dead animal in 
hand to prepare {t for exhibition he takes notice 
of the state of its coat, whether de is a spring 
coat, a Bunter coat, an autumn coat or a wio- 
ter coat. Tf he is to form a greup of animals of 
the same kind he would never think for an fn- 
flant of putting one with a summer coat in the 
same group with one wearing a winter coat. 

In some of the groups in the museums of the 
country today, so-called family groups, the male 
deer will be shown fn Its winter coat while {ts 
mate standing by wears the garb of summer. To 
the ey» of the naturalist or te the eye of the 
observing hunter such a condition ta ludicrous 
and even the layman who Js not familar with 
animals in thefr wild haunts becames consctous 
that there fg something wrong with the animal 
family at which be Is looking. 

Nowadays not only ts it the alm to mount the 
animal naturally, but every vein and every 
muscle must be made to appear as fn Hfe, All of 
this requires the utmost skill and a great amount 
of time. 


hh is the intention of the Natfonal musewn 
authorities to mount many of the larker Roose: 
yelt specimens in family groups. This means 
that In n great many instances these groups will 
be shown in their native habitats. In other 
words, not only must the animals be mounted 
properly but they must be given the environment 
which they have in the fleld. This means tn 
some cases the actual conrtruction of trees, with 
leaf, trunk and branch perfect, and it means a 
reproduction of rocks and ground and It may be 
even water. The whole thing requires months 
of time, the greatest skilt and patience, and 
when the work ta complete the sightseer has 
before him a group of African animals appearing 
just as they do tn thelr native wilds. 

From what has been sald in the foregoing It 
readily can be understood why it is Chat it will 
take ao long time to put the larger animale s#e- 
cured by the Roosevelt expedition tn condition 
to be viewed by the multitudes of visitors who 
come to Washington. 

Carl E. Akely of Chicago engaged In the Afri. 
ean hunt for a short time as a member of the 
Roosevelt party. Mr. Akely joined the colonel 
in Africa in accordance with an arrangement 
made before the former president \eft America. 
Mr. Akely went to Africa not only for the pur- 
pose of getting some elephant specimens for the

New York Museum of Natural History, but for 
the purpose of studying elephants in their wild 
surroundings, Carl E. Akely ts a taxtdermist and 
is considered one of the finest if not the finest in 
the warld. Moreover, he 1s a selentist and his 
voork has won revcogaition tuo all the countries 
vl the elvilized world, 


What Mr. Akely has been dolng fn the last 
few months gives an {Hustration of what the 
modern taxidermist does in order to perfect: him- 
self dn his art. When the taxidermist returns to 
Amerien with the elephants which he has killed 
he wil) mount them in a great grouje in what ts 
fo be kngwn as the elephant room of the great 
New York Institution He aot only will prepare 
the elephants for exhibition in a group, but he 
will reproduce their African surroundings. It 
may be the work of years, but when It Js finished 
it will be worthy. The museum officials of the 
country today belleve that ttme ts as nothing 
when they desire to obtain the best natural 
resulta, 


A curlous thing happened while Carl BE. Akely 
wan with Theodore Roosevelt In Africa. In one 
ofthe articles whieh he wrote the colonel told 
of an experience which Mr. Akely bad with a 
wounded Jeopard. The encounter which the tax- 
{udermiat had with ibe ljeopard occurred about 
fourteen vears ago and Colonel Roosevelt told 
the story asx dt had been told him, of course 
putting it In the pest tense. The stor; was read 
wrong by one amt (he American papers 
Wad an account of the desperate encounter of 
Taxidermiat Akely with a leopard while hunting 
with the Roosevelt party, and there was a good 
dival of comment te the effect that it perhaps was 
a good thing for Mr. Roosevelt that be was not 
the one who had had this flerce Aght with the 
African beast. 

About fourteen years ago Mr. Akely, who was 
then connected with the Field Museum of Nat- 
ural History in Chicago, went to Africa with Dr. 
Duantel G. Elilot, who was curator of zoology of 
the institution of which Marshall Fleld waa the 
benofactor. One night in the heart of Africa Mr. 
Akely wan attempting to secure a leopard which 
was prowling around the camp try!ng to capture 
one of the goats with which the expedition was 
Rupplied. Mr. Akely shot the leopard and thought 
he had killed it. He went toward it but the 
beast sprang on him and bore him to earth, He 
had a terrific fight for his life. He was terribly 
lacerated, but he finally succeeded actunlly in 
choking the leopard to death, a feat which, as 
may weil be underatood, Is somowhat dificult of 
performance. 

In the Fleld Mureum of Natural History in 
Chicago there ia on exhibition a group of Ameri: 
ean deer. Perhaps {t would be better to say 
four groups.

Harriman. 


Dr. Merriam took the Roosevelt bear spect- 
mena In hand, and after a long anad painstaking 
study proved that the ordinary black bear of 
America and the bear of the cane brakes are 
different species, thus settling a point that had 
been In doubt for nearly a century.

Senator Talisferro In the senatorial 
primaries held in Florida. - 


Mr. Broward’s ts # brilllant example 
of achlevement rafely equaled even 
in this day of selfmade men. He was 
born in abject poverty, his parents be- 
ing ignorant “Florida crackers,” and 
his schooling Was practically. nil, yet 
he rose to the highest office In the 
commonwealth and now he fs about to 
enter the United States senate. He ts 
a hig man, mentally and physically. 
and his honesty and ‘integrity have 
never been questioned. He won suc- 
cess in pojitics, as be did fn civil lite, 
by sheer bulldog courage and pertie 
nacity and by keeping his word. He 
stands six feet in height, weighs more 
than 200 pounds and is a born fighter. 


Ex-Governor Broward first attracted 
political notice by his project to re- 
claim the Everglades of Florida an 
making them Into farming lands. It 
was this issue which carried him into 
the office of governor. He has, too, 
demonstrated that his scheme is feas- 
ible by converting a part of the Ever- 
glodes Into productive farms, and this 
made him immensely. popular. 


The father of the future senator 
tiyed in a log house on the 8t. John's 
river and eked out a bare ving for 
his wife and children. Broward's 
parents died when he was to bis early 
teens. When he was under 20 he 


Napoleon B. Broward. 
shipped on a lumberladen schooner 


bound for Boston. There he was pald 
off and landed in the dead of winter. 
He had never seen a snowstorm be- 
fore, he was thinly clad and suffered 
terribly from the cold. An attack of 
whooping cough laid him up and took 
all his morey. Nevertheless as soon 
as he could craw! out he shipped on. 
one of the winter fishing fleet bound 
for the Grand Banks. He endured 
hard: bips without complaining, did his 
work with a smile, and thus won the 
friendship of the men of the sea. Fol- 
lowing his work on the Banks he 
worked his way back to Florida as a 
sailor, Next we see him as a roust- 
about on a steamer on the St. John's 
river. He saved his money, bought a 
part Interest in a steamboat and struck 
out ‘for himself. His splendid fighting 
abilities were winning him notice, the 
while his kindly disposition was win- 
ning him friends. He was electec 
sheriff of Duval county, a position he 
held nine years, and in which he made 
a record which attracted attention to. 
him from all parts of the state. 

The exploit which made Broward fa- 
mons throughout the United States 
and Cuba was his ability as o block- 
ade runner to Cuba, during the time 
the Insurgents were fighting the Span- 
ards there before the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. In company with his brother 
and a third partner Broward built a 
stout, seagoing tug for salvege .and&k 
wrecking work off the Florida coast. 
He was approached by Cuban agents 
and asked to run guns and munitions 
into Cuba. The work was hazardous 
in the extreme. but the pay was com- 
mensurate with the risk and Broward 
became o filibuster, In all he made 
eight trips fram the Florida keys to 
Cuba and his perilous adventures and 
Narrow escapes would make a novel 
in themselves, He was chased by 
Spanish gunboats, fought with sev- 
cral of them and escaped capture ant 
death by a hair's breadth scores of 
times.

The owner of our farm and another 
man besides myself and m sixteen- 
vear-old boy as chore boy and mes- 
venger, farm 160 acres of land and 
farm it right too. In the spring we 
put four good horses on a riding plow 
or three op the big disk and keep 
them hustling along. We harrow 
mostly with four horses, because in 
ihls way one man and the team can 
cover nearly as much gnound as two 
mep and two teams. We hitch two 
horses to the drill and always use a
